UNITED NATIONS 
— U. N.

no hands!” , is the exultant cry of 
tile Great Northern Railway to the 
railroad industry as it opens its 
mammoth new “ automatic” freight 
car classification yard here at this 
city of 20.000 which, since 1887, has 
been a key junction point on the 
transcontinental line. 
Named the Gavin Yard after the 
man who was president of the line 
during its crucial years of 1939-1951 
and now is chairman of the board, 
the sprawling layout of tracks cov­ 
ering 535 acres is the nearest thing 
to complete automation yet devis­ 
ed for the sorting of freight cars. 
The f a m i l i a r merchandis­ 
ing slogan, “ untouched by hu­ 
man hands,** literally can be ap­ 
plied to most of the operation of 
taking cars from one freight train 
and combining them into anoth­ 
er as if a mythical giant were 
sorting letters in a frontier post 
•ffice. 
Incoming trains are pulled onto 
the "hum p,” which is the highest 
part of the yard. Then the force 
of gravity is used to roll the cars 
onto the right 
spurs 
in the 
56 
miles of track spreading out into 
a great fan with a working ca­ 
pacity of 3.445 cars. 
In railway parlance this makes 
It a "hum p” yard, and when you 
ace "No Humping” chalked in big 
letters on the sides of cars passing 
by at a rail crossing it means that 
breakables are aboard which should 
not be subjected to the possible 
concussion of cars banging togeth­ 
er at the end of the long coast over 
the rise in ordinary yard switch­ 
ing.

THIS ALSO is "an electronic re­ 
tarder” yard, which is a new word 
in railroad language. It means that 
men in the highly elevated control 
towers can push buttons and cause 
the wheels of rolling cars to be 
•‘squeezed” on the tracks, so that 
they are slowed to a walk and 
there is no bump when they couple 
with the other cars in the n e w 
(roup. 
A versatile communic a 1 1 o n s 
system adds romance to the drab 
thing that a railroad yard c a n 
be. The versatile intercoms de­ 
veloped for the Gavin Yard in­ 
clude two-way radio, paging and 
talkback 
speakers, 
automatic 
telephone, teletype and pneum at­ 
ic tubes. 
This is a strategic location for 
the yard, because it is the junc­ 
tion point for two principal lines 
eastward. Traffic to and from the 
head of the lakes, Duluth and Su­ 
perior, Minn., is channeled through 
Grand Forks, while what is known 
is "the Surrey cut-off” to the south 
carries traffic to and from 
the 
Twin Cities of St. Paul and Min­ 
neapolis.

COLUMBUS —- New provisions in 
the Agricultural Conservation pro­ 
gram for 1957 offer extra help to 
farm ers who want to improve their 
woodlands. 
ASC officials say farm ers who 
plan erosion control, waters h e d 
protection or forestry practices on 
their woodlands may receive fed­ 
eral cost • sharing payments for 
any of the following improvement 
m easures: thinning young, den s e 
stands; pruning crop trees; remov­ 
ing or killing competing and un­ 
desirable vegetation to release de­ 
sirable trees and seedlings; prepar 
ing sites for natural reseeding, or 
fencing to exclude livestock, with 
the exception of farm boundary and 
road fences. 
The federal government will pay 
75 per cent of the actual cost of the 
improvement measures. This com 
pares to a 50 per cent cost - share 
payment in 1956. Farm ers also may 
receive $1 a rod federal cost-share 
payments for fencing. 
• • • 
TO QUALIFY for payments un- 
d e r the woodland improvem e n t 
program , ASC officials exp l a i n , 
areas must be protected against 
fire and grazing. Fences protect­ 
ing the areas must have a mini­ 
mum of three strands of barbed 
wire with durable posts spaced no 
farther than one rod apart. 
L^cal forest service representa 
tives will determine the improve 
ment measures necessary to quali 
fy for payments. 
Federal cost - sharing for site 
preparation will be lim 11 e d to 
areas which have enough desira­ 
ble seed trees for natural reseed­ 
ing, but which will not restock 
unless brush or dense litter is 
removed. 
Farm ers may get additional in 
f o r m ation on the woodland im

This com­ 
pares to a 50 per cent cost - share 
payment in 1956. Farmers also may 
receive $1 a rod federal cost-share 
payments for fencing.

ment actions air- frequently more difficult 
to predict than market behavior. . Ad­ 
ministrative rulings are not as flexible as 
the-market place. The price administra­ 
tor moves slowly, and discovers belatedly 
that the support level is wrong. It takes 
still longer to admit th*- error and correct 
it.” 
The problems and dislocations that ac­ 
com pany price fixing by edict must al­ 
ways br worse than those they are sup­ 
posed to solve.

Miller and

pattern has a 97 per cent chance 
of surviving pregnancy.

Moreover, the heart patient I* 
pot likely to endanger her future 
life by having a baby. In itself 
the doctors found, child bear! n g 
docs not worsen heart disease. 
Studies by these Harvard doc 
tors indicate that functional ca. 
parity of the*heart patient may 
he temporarily decreased by the 


altered circulatory dynamics of 
pregnancy. H o wever, repeat e d 
checking with t h e i r patients 
change in the degree of heart 
disease could be attributed di­ 
rectly to pregnancy.

The Flaw In Federal Farm Price Fixing 


It 1^ til he doubted whether moi t of Fay­ 
ette County's farmers who are sound 
thinkers, are strong supporters ol price 
fixing by eovernment edict. 
Wo hav’o learned some les.sons in t h e 
past as tO' how much trouble that method 
can cause, even when it happened a- a 
temporary proposition in the midst of war. 
Secretar}’ of Agriculture Benson, in his 
new book, “Farmers at the Crossroads’* 
has made some very wise statements in 
pomtv-g out some things about marketing 
and pricing of farm products. Probably 
many Fayette County farmers have read 
it 
He call.; attention tO' the fact that when 
farmers plan their production and mar­ 
keting programs on the basis of their in­ 
dividual price forecasts, some make wd'se 
decisions and some do not. However hr 
then points out “Aggregate errors in pro­ 
duction judgments tend to be self-correct­ 
ing. as economic ratios change and dic­ 
tate such corrections.’ * 
Hogs and corn provide him with a fine 
illustration of that principle: “If the price

of hogs i.'f high relative to corn, for exam­ 
ple, farmers produce more hogs. As hog 
production and marketing increase, t h e 
ratio between hog and corn prices nar­ 
rows, inducing farmers to shift to other 
kinds, of livestock.” 
How^ever what happens if government 
fi.xes the hog and corn prices? Mr. Ben­ 
son answ'ers in the.se words: 
. 
.The 
farmer must try to forecast changes in 
government edicts affecting relative pric­ 
es of the two commodities, rather than to 
forecast economic changes in consumer 
demand a,nd cost relationships. Govern­ 
ment actions are frequently more difficult 
to predict than market behavior. . .Ad­ 
ministrative rulings arc not as flexible as 
the-market place. The price administra­ 
tor m.oves slowly, and discovers belatedly 
that the support level is w'rong. It takes 
still longer to admit the error and correct 


I t . ” 
The problems and dislocations that ac­ 
company price fixing by edict must al­ 
ways be worse than those they are sup­ 
posed to solve.

Diet and Health 
Heart Patient Can 
Have Baby Safety 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN 
'“D o c t o r , is it .all right for 
me to have a baby”” 
This qupfilion is rep e a t e d 
countless times each year in doc­ 
tors’ offices across the country 
by women suffering Irom heart 
disease. And, in each c a s e , the 
doctor must make an individual 
decision based upon hi* knowl­ 
edge of the I lines .s. 
Normal Pregnancy 
Utcnerally, though, the answer 
will be readily 'wekom.e to t. h e 
patient longing to have children. 
For if the heart disease can be 
successfully controlled by treat­ 
ment, the patient has a very good 
chance of a normal pregnancy. 
Doctors M a r y M. Miller and 
..Ta'mes Metcalfe, of the Harvard 
Medical School, say that a heart 
p.atieni. has a 97 'per cent chanc'e 
of surviving pregnancy. 
F'uture Life 
Moreover, the heart patient is 
not likely to endanger her future 
life by having a baby. In itself 
the doctors found, child-beari n g 
does not worsen heart disease. 
Studies by these Harvard doc­ 
tors indicate that functional ca- 
'p.acity of the*heart patient 'may 
be temporarily decreased by the 


altered circulatory dynamics of 
pregnancy. H o 'wever., repeat e d 
checking with t h e i r patie n Is 
chang'C in the degree of heart, 
disease could be aMributed di­ 
rectly to pregnancy. 
Functional Capacity 
0"f the 106 women 'wh o took 
part in the study, the functional 
€ap.a c i t y of '65 remained un­ 
changed a f t e r pregnan c y, 27 
were in poorer condition. In the 
latter cases.the doctors found, 
the deterioration appeared to be 
the result of the evolu t i o n of 
their rheumatic hea'rt disease. 
Three patients died, but e v i- 
dence indicated that the p r e g- 
nancies did n o t contribute di­ 
rectly to their death. 
All of which should be pretty 
good neVs to the heart patient 
'W'ho 'W'ants to have children.

To Gardeners 


Now that winter is descending 
upon us, the Washington Garden 
Club suggests a few chores to be 
done even at this late date.

Fayette County, long and widely . 
known for its corn, hogs, cattle 
and fine horses, finally has a tree 
farm— the last of Ohio’s 88 coun­ 
ties to have one. 
And, within the next few days, 
if the weather does not interfere, 
big diamond-shaped signs bearing 
the two words "Tree Farm " are 
to be placed at each end of what

woods 
along the Route 35 about IO rn des 
south of Washington C. H. 
At the time the Lyman woods 
was designated as a tree farm 
by the Ohio Illusion of Forestry, 
Charles A. Fabb and Hillard ll. 
Perrin, trustees of the Eym a n 
Trust, were honored as t r e e 
farmers. 
Both the designation of " T r e e 
Farm " and the "Tree Farmers” 
honor honor were bestowed at a 
meeting in McArthur, V i s i o n 
County, this week. 
The meeting, at which 17 other 
Ohioans and two manufactur i n g 
firms were named "Tree F a r m ­ 
ers,” was held during a visit to 
Vinton Furanee Experimental For­ 
est, near McArthur. 
Another 
Fayette C o u n t i a n , 
Harris Wdlis of the Willis Lumber 
Co. here, also attended the meet­ 
ing.

THE 21 HONORED combine tree 
farming with general farming and 
were cited for their efforts "which 
have been far above the standards 
and requirements of the tree farm 
system.” 
They were taken on a tour of the 
experimental farm to see how theo­ 
retical and practical forestry are 
combined to bring about maximum 
utilization of woods, from b o t h 
conservation and economical stand­ 
points, the Fayette C o u n t i a n s 
said. 
Fabb and Perrin were named 
Trustees of the Jesse Eyin a n 
estate last May and one of their 
first moves was lo arrange for a 
scientific survey of the woods on 
the Lyman farm by state forest­ 
ers. 
There are nearly 300 acres of 


woods on the farm of approximate­ 
ly 1,275 acres, but only the biggest 
tract, one of 225 acres, was desig­ 
nated as a "tree farm.” There are 
two other tracts of woods, one of 
about 40 acres and ane ( h e r of 
about 22 acres in addition to scat 
tered smaller groves of trees on 
other parts of the farm.

IX HIS WTM., Lyman reserved 
"for use of my land, all timber 
south of the Chillicothe Pike.” 
After the trustees went to the 
Probate Court for an interpretation 
of the terms of the will, J u d g e 
Robert L. Brubaker held that the 
trustees could sell the marketable 
trees and use the money for main­ 
tenance and improvement of t h e 
farm and be within the intent of 
the will. 
With the way thus cleared, 
Fabb and Perrin arranged for a 
survey of the woods by state for­ 
esters. They went through t h e 
woods and marked for 
cutting 
the trees that had reached ma 
turity. These trees were cut and 
sold, along with some wal n u t 
trees scattered over the farm. 
and the money put in a special 
timber account, 
money f r o m 
which has been and will be used 
on the farm. 
Just how many trees were mar­ 
keted and how much they brought 
in for the timber account will not 
be known until the trustees make 
theii detailed report to the court 
Bids are now being taken, the 
trustees revealed, for the sale of 
more trees.

Receipts Lag 
In Fayette TB 
Seal Campaign 


Returns on this year’s Christmas 
Seal drive are lagging behind those 
of 1955. even though the 1956 goal 
is slightly higher, Mrs. Jan Steph­ 
ens, executive secretary of the 
F a y e t t e and TB and H e a l t h 
Assn., reported Saturday. 
As of Dec. 2, 1955, S2.818.45 had 
been received from 1.635 people 
lo whom seals were sent. As of 
last Thursday, $2,338.61 had been 
received in 1,344 letters. 
The 1956 goal is $5 425. an in­ 
crease of $209 50 over last year’s 
figure. This averages out to 22.03 
cents per capita in Fayette Coun­ 
ty, four * tenths of cent more per 
person than in 1955.
